OF STOCK FRAUDS 


Kopald-Quinn Verdict 
Ends Long Trial; Guilty 
Declared Ringleaders. 


Four men, described by govern- 
ment attorneys as ringleaders in a 
$5,000,000 stock fraud ring, were 
convicted here last night of violat- 
ing and conspiracy to violate ‘the 
securities exchange act. The trial, 
which entered its 20th week Mon- 
day, was regarded as a test of the 
securities act of 1933 and _in- 
volved more than two years of in- 
vestigation and preparation. 

In addition to the individuals, 
Kopald-Quinn & Co. and Gould & 
Co., were declared guilty. 

Four Acquitted. 

Convicted were Joseph M. Sher- 
man, Leonard I. Sutterman, J. A. 
Ricebaum and Joseph R. Mendel- 
son, Acquitted by the jury were 
the remaining four defendants, 
Harry Newberger, B. F. Gould, 
Benjamin Waller and Meyer Wolf- 
son.

THE WILY CHINESE 
‘Since the days of Bret Harte, popular con- 
ception has credited the Chinese with quick- 


. witted sagacity and a bland ability in diplo- 


macy. That attribute is once again demon- 
strated in recent incidents of the Sino-Japanese 
unofficial war. 

Japanese aviators inexcusably attacked the 
British ambassador to China, far from any 
scéne of hostilities, traveling in his own eivilian 
automobile. The Japanese government, slower 
to think and still somewhat a novice in world 
relations, is hesitating and apparently looking 
for a way to sidestep the British demand for 
apology and redress, 

An American passenger liner, the President 
Hoover, was struck by bombs dropped by a 
Chinese war plane. Immediately the Chinese 
government accepted full responsibility for the 
happening, declared it was a “most regrettable 
accident,” and voluntarily pledged full atone- 
ment and satisfaction to the United States 
government. 

The Chinese were courageous—and astute— 
enough to imperil even that vitally important, 
even if intangible oriental consideration, “face,” 
in/ their move to place the Japanese, by con- 
trast, in an unfavorable light in the eyes ef 
the world. 

Thus Chinese diplomats display again their 
Sagacity and gain a worth-while advantage in 
world sympathy and prestige, while the Japa- 
nese merely add to British public resentment by 
their disinclination to acknowledge themselves 
at fault in the wounding of the ambassador. — 


While there is no absolutely dependable 
source for statistics on the total of unemployed 
workers in the United States, there is a grati- 
fying proof that this army is rapidly shrinking 
in the latest report of the United States Em- 
ployment Service. 

This report shows that at the end of July 
last there were 4,938,998 persons registered with 
the service as active job-seekers. This is a 
decrease since July, 1936, of 26.7 per cent, being 
approximately 1,800,000 fewer than the num- 
ber of registered work applicants of that date. 
It is less by 2,620,000 than the total for July, 
1935. 

While the employment service does not 
claim that all the unemployed are registered at 
its various offices, at the same time this figure 
does represent the bulk of the jobless who 
would work if they could, , 

The significance of the report does not He, 
however, in the actual totals, but in the trend 
which is so clearly shown over the past two 
years. Industry and commerce are, evidently, 
rapidly reabsorbing the workers, and if the 
same trend continues—and there is no reason 
why it should not—the day is not far distant 
when the number of idle will approach normal 
proportions. There will, of course, always be 
some jobless individuals, but their number is 
shrinking so rapidly it will soon be possible to 
rely upon their own families for necessary as- 
sistance, without calling on local, state or fed- 
eral aid.

And, meanwhile, the peace socie- 
ties and certain senators, such as 
Nye and Clark, are urging Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to apply the neu- 
trality act which was passed by 
the last congress. If that act is 
applied the President must inter- 
rupt the shipments of arms _ to 
China and Japan; prevent any 
loans to either “belligerent,” and 
may stop sending any American 
goods to the ports of either na- 
tions in American ships. The ap- 
plication of the cash-and-carry 
clause would clearly operate to aid 
Japan, since China has no mer- 
chant marine and Japan threat- 
ens to blockade her ports. 


But the neutrality act leaves it 
up to the President to decide what 
constitutes a state of war. On 
Monday, Senator Key Pittman, 
chairman, of the Foreign. Affairs 
Department of the senate, and 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
both made public statements. That 
of Senator Pittman was peculiarly 
confusing and even had moments 
provocative of hilarity. He tried to 
explain what a state of war was. 
And it appears that you and I 
know nothing about it. It is not, 
he told us, an armed invasion, or 
“a desperate and fatal conflict be- 
tween two nations.” There was no 
indication, according to Senator 
Pittman, that the shelling of the 
Augusta (or, presumably, the ma- 
chine-gunning of the British am- 
bassador) were incident to the 
existence of a state of war. No, the 
shells seem to have been but ar- 
rows shot into the air for no pur- 
pose and falling to earth in un-

Of course, there is just one in- 
terpretation to be put on Senator 
Pittman’s speech, and on that of 
Secretary Hull. Our government 
does not want to invoke the mis- 
called neutrality act if it can pos- 
sibly be avoided. It does not want 
to invoke the act for one simple 
reason. In this conflict there are 
existing treaties which put us into 
a clear moral dilemma. We cer- 
tainly want to keep out of war; 
we want to protect the lives of 
our nationals. But if we regard 
China, now being ruthlessly in- 
vaded regardless of diplomatic 
procedures, international conven- 
tions and existing treaties, as a 
belligerent, who must therefore be 
penalized, we are condoning 4a 
wanton act of aggression and the 
wanton violation of two treaties 
which Japan has with us: The pact 
of Paris and the Ni Power 
Treaty. As late as July ¥6 of this 
year, Mr. Hull made a ptblic dec- 


laration to which 40 nations sub- 


scribed, averring the intention of 
the United States to uphold the 
sanctity of treaties wherever we 
are signatories to them. 

The situation is absurd. If we 
invoke the neutrality act to con- 
done the violation of a treaty to 
which we are a party, we actually 
assist the violator, renounce sol- 
emn pledges and legal rights, and 


took a pro-Japanese line—which 
was totally unsupported later by 
the League investigation commis- 
sions under Lord Lytton. Mr. 
Stimson said then that if an unde- 
clared war, in violation of treaties, 
were allowed to pass unchallenged 
by powers who were plenty strong 
enough to prevent it, there would 
be “new and more powerful at- 
tacks.” Mr. Stimson was right— 
and right in time. From 1931 
dates a whole series of treaty 
violations and undeclared wars, 
the end of which is not in sight. 


What has followed since 1931 is 
perfectly logical: Ethiopia, Locar- 
no, Spain, China. The world pic- 
ture makes sense, though the sense 
is horrifying. There are three dis- 
satisfied nations in the world who 
are organized on a permanent war 
footing, and who have thrown to 
the winds recourse to any kind 
of international law and respect 
for all treaties. They are compet- 
ing with nations which are trying 
to solve internal and external 
problems through deliberation, ar- 
bitration and diplomacy. These 
three nations have a common 
agreement to fight “communism” 
all over the world, the definition 
of communism being their own. 
They have undefined aims of con- 
quest. They pursue these aims by 

1, Intervention in internal strug- 
gles in countries which they wish 
to dominate. 

2. Propaganda attempts to dis- 
credit democracy—since their 
probable opponents are democraf- 
ic countries. 

3. Attacks on all efforts to re- 
store order in international trade. 

4. Direct military operations 
against other countries, with or 
without the declaration of war.

Italy’s celebration of the Span- 
ish Insurgents’ victory at Santan- 
der as a triumph of the Italian 
army, while she is a member of 
the non-intervention committee; 
Germany’s move to extend a prop- 
her na- 
tionals all over the world (the 
preposterous suggestion that the 
members of the Nazi party should 
be given diplomatic recognition in 
foreign countries’ is the latest im- 
petinence), as well as instructions 
to foreign citizens of German 
origin to fight all left parties, sow 
anti-Semitism and thus compli- 
cate the internal affairs of all 
countries in which they dwell— 
these things are as much a part 
of the picture as Japan’s moves in 
China. ee 


We have developed no tech- 
nique for dealing with this sort of 
international conquest plus prop- 
aganda to stir up civil strife. Rus- 
sian Communists taught it to the 
Fascist states—and they learned 
the lesson better than the masters. 
They have one enormous strategic 
advantage over us, They are will- 
ing to risk wars. Great Britain, 
France and the United States con- 
tinue “to deplore” and “to urge” 
and to point to the sanctity of 
treaties in a world_given over to 
aggression and anarchy. But the 
time will certainly come _ either 
when the Fascist states collapse to 
pull the world with them, or when 
conquest piled on conquest. will 
push the rest of the world to take 
a last and disadvantaged stand.

Georgia Farm Income Up 
$7,000,000 From Last Year 
to $47,208,000. 


Prosperity in Atlanta’s trade 
area during the first seven months 
of this year was the keynote of the 
monthly report issued yesterday 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
‘Atlanta. The report covers the six 
states, Alabama, Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Ten- 
nessee. ‘ 

Farm income in Georgia for the 
first six months of this year in- 
creased seven million dollars over 
the same period last year. The in- 
come this year was $47,208,000 for 
the six months, as compared with 
$40,267,000 for the same period 
last year. 

Retail sales for July were 3 per 
cent greater than for the same pe- 
riod last year, although there was 
a slight decrease in business from 
June to July. Wholesale trade in 
July was 6.1 per cent greater than 
the preceding year and the Jan- 
uary-July total was 21.4 per cent 
larger than the same span in 1936.

The report showed that con- 
tracts awarded the six states in 
the district for business and resi- 
dential structures totaled $33,983,- 
compared with 
$22,229,000 during June. The value 
of building permits increased 5.8 
per cent but was 22.3 per cent less 
than the July, 1936, total—largest 
for any month since April, 1929. 

Payrolls Decline. 

Employment and payrolls of 5,- 
900 firms in the district declined 
slightly from May to June. 

Although cotton consumption 
declined in July, it was the largest 
in history for the year ending July 
31. In that period cottonseed oil 
mill operations were at a level of 
28 per cent greater than the 1935- 
36 season. 

Coal consumption in Alabama 
and Tennessee averaged about the 
same for July as in June, but was 
larger than a year ago by 17 per 
cent in Alabama and 21 per cent 
in Tennessee, the report showed. 

Demand for lumber increased 
in the latter part of July and pig 
iron in Alabama increased 10.8 
per cent in July to a point 68 per 
cent greater than a year ago.

Thomas A. Rainey Retires To Life of Ease on Norcross 
Farm After Half-Century of Thrills; Tells

After 53 years as a railroad 
man Thomas A. Rainey, Southern 
railway conductor, yesterday sign- 
ed for his last “31 order” and re- 
ceived a “clearance card” to re- 
tire to a life of ease at his home 
in Norcross, Ga. 

The semaphore of life from now 
on will be green, denoting a clear 
trdck ahead, the veteran railroader 
said as he stepped from No. 29, 
the Southern railway’s crack flyer 
operating between New York and 
New Orleans. 

“Cap” Rainey, as he is known 
by fellow railroaders between At- 
lanta and Greenville, S. C., told of 
his future plans after he had “reg- 
istered in” for his last time. He 
plans to live with his wife at their 
home in Norcross and to manage 
a large farm which he owns a few 
miles away. 

He and Mrs. Rainey have been 
married 46 years and both are 
looking forward to celebrating 
their golden wedding anniversary 
in April, 1940. 

The Raineys have four chil- 
dren, three daughters and a son. 
A daughter, Frances, now Mrs. 
Carroll McDaniel, whose husband 
is a nephew of former Mayor Key, 
of Atlanta, resides in Jacksonville. 
She for many years was a teacher 
at Agnes Scott College. 

Began as Flagman. 

Amother daughter, Edna Rainey, 
is now employed as a teacher at 
the North Avenue school in Nor- 
cross. The son, Nesbit Rainey, at- 
tended Tech High school in At- 
lanta. | 

“Cap” Rainey began his railroad 
career on August 28, 1884, as a 
flagman on the East Tennessee, 
Virginia & Georgia railway, now 
a part of the Southern railway 
system. He came to the Richmond 
& Danville railway, now also a 
part of the Southern system, as a 
flagman on December 2, 1887. 

In August, 1888, he was made 


a conductor and held this post un- 
til his retirement on pension yes- 
terday. , 

For 33 years “Cap” Rainey has 
been a passenger conductor. In 
looking back over his 53 years’ ex- 
periences, “Cap” Rainey recount- 
ed the modern improvements that 
have taken place and in many in- 
stances in the face of much oppo- 
sition. 

He said engineers and experts 
of the day fought bitterly the in- 
stallation of electric headlights on 
locomotives. 

Lauds Brotherhoods. 

He gave the railway brother- 
hoods much credit for the better- 
ment of railway services, declar- 
ing they fought years and years 
for many of the present-day appli- 
ances, including stokers, auto- 
matic couplings and signal appli- 
ances. 

The old coal or wood-burning 
stoves in. the. flimsy wooden 
coaches have given way to steam 
heat and air-conditioned coaches, 
dining cars and Pullmans, “and it’s 
a pleasure to railroad these days,” 
he said, and added: 

“IT only wish that I were young- 
er that I might enjoy to the full- 
est. extent the modern-day rail- 
roading. We took it the ‘hard way’ 
and now that things have been 
made ‘soft’ I am stepping down 
for the younger men. But I! have 
no regrets. I now can ride the 
velvet without worry and without 
watching out for the red sema- 
phore ahead.”

Rainey’s engine pilot, officials of 
the division and fellow workers, 
were on hand as No. 29 pulled in 
yesterday to wish the veteran con- 
ductor many years of happiness 
and prosperity.

79,523,530 Pounds Sold De- 
spite Blue Mold Ravages 
Early in Season.

Georgia tobacco this year 
brought growers more income— 
$15,570,510.64—than in anv years 
in the history of the market ex- 
cept 1929 and 1936, the state De- 
partment of Agriculture announc- 
ed yesterday. 

The total poundage sold ranked 
fifth highest in the history of the 
Georgia market, but the average 
price of 19.58 cents a pound for 
this year’s crop hiked the cash 
return to within $2,100,000 of the 
1936 revenue and to within slight- 
ly more than $1,000,000 of the 
1929 figure. 

79,523,530 Pounds Sold. 

Georgia-grown tobacco sold this 
year totaled 79,523,530 pounds, al- 
though early in the spring ravages 
of. blue mold, a plant disease,. led 
to ¢rop estimates of only 61,000,- 
000 pounds, 

Last year’s record-breaking 
crop amounted to 84,299,126 
pounds, which sold for an aver- 
age price of 20.98 cents. In 1929,

REINDEER POINT, Greenland, 
Aug. 31.—(By Wireless)—Our ex- 
pedition ship, the General A. W. 
Greeley, with a party of 12 aboard, 
bound for a stay of from 18 
months to three years in the Arc- 
tic Circle, arrived at Rawlings bay 
last Saturday, but was unable to 
proceed further because of heavy 
ice. 

We were forced back more than 
100 miles, and, although we made 
several attempts to reach Elles« 
mere Larid, we found the entire 
shore blocked with solid ice. 

We are now at Reindeer Point 
and the ice is forming fast. Our 
ship is aground and listing badly. 
We are setting up a base ashore to 
carry out our scientific studies. 
We succeeded in getting within 
90 miles of Fort Conger, where 
General A. W. Greeley: spent the 
winter of 1882-83 and where we 
had planned to establish our base. 
Next spring, through the use of 
our airplane and dog team, we 
hope to establish our headquarters 
there and carry out our planned 
autogyro flight over the north pole 
and clear up the mystery of Crock- 
ett Land, reported by Admiral 
Robert E. Peary to lie southwest 
of the pole, but believed by others 
to have been a mirage.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—(4)—

That 
individual happened to be Max 
Schmeling, who regarded the 
champion’s showing last evening 
with some disdain, repeated his 
desire to prove he .can knock out 
Louis again, and forthwith assert- 
ed he wants no part of any elim- 
ination contest.

There is a little, but only a little, 
to be had in fresh whole’ milk, 
cream, butter, egg yolk and fresh 
or canned salmon. Cod, halibut or 
other percomorphi, in fact all sea 
fish liver oils and the body oils of 
some fish, are the richest sources 
of vitamin D. Synthetic vitamin 
D; produced by irradiationg ergos- 
terol in various foods with ultra- 
violet light of certain wave- 
lengths, is in all respects equiva- 
lent to natural vitamin D, unit for 
unit, so far as I can learn, and 
much less repugnant to take, for 
snythetic vitamin D is practically 
tastesless, and may be taken in a 
bland oil solution, each drop of 
which contains 300 units of vita- 
min D, or in a vitamin D inhalant 
which is taken by simply drop- 
ping a drop or two in each nostril

committee of city council approv- 
ed a plan whereby Fulton will pay 
one-third the cost beginning next 
year. 

Though the county has not yet 
officially acted on this proposal 
(having, approved a similar plan 
with participation beginning in 
1939), city officials said they were 
assured it will be passed on favor- 
ably by the county commission at 
its next meeting. 

Council Approval Needed. 

Fulton county, under the pro- 
posal, will bear one-third of all 
costs of operating sewer disposal 
plants following completion and 
will share the same amount in the 
upkeep of north side metropolitan 
sewer lines. Council will be askéd 
to give its. approval Tuesday. 

Three disposal plants will be 
tested within a week or 10 days, 
and the sewer committee voted to 
ask council for $15,000 to operate 
the Utoy, the Intrenchment’ and 
the South river plants until Jan- 
uary 1. 

The Utoy and South river plants 
are now being tested, but the WPA 
has not yet. completed the In- 
trenchment creek plant. William 
A. Hansell, assistant chief of con- 
struction in charge of sewers, said 
yesterday that completion is being 
held up because Fulton county has 
failed to supply about 1,500 yards 
of crushed. stone to construct 
driveways to sludge beds. Council- 
man J. Allen Couch asked that the 
county be requested to furnish the 
stone immediately. 

Alderman Frank Reynolds, 
chairman of the sewer, committee, 
said he will confer with county 
officials.

Mr. White and his wife will go 
to India as missionaries of the 
Associate Reform Presbyterian 
Church for the second time. Their 
detail will be seven years. 
They will return to the same 
place where they went as a bride 
and groom in 1923 and remained 
until 1930 when they returned to 
the states for work which took 
them principally to posts in North 
and South Carolina and then to 
Doraville in July, 1935. It was 
a happy day when they received 
orders to return to India, they 
said last night upon the eve of 
their departure. 

“Real Work in India.” 
“Of course we have been very 
happy here in Doraville,” said Mr. 
White. “The people here have been 
fine and everything has been to 
our liking and to our pleasure, 
but somehow we feel that our real 
work is in India. Mrs. White and 
I went there after our marriage 
and all our furnishings, our wed- 
ding presents and the majority of 


jour personal belongings are there.” 


“Yes,” said Mrs. White, “we 
have always wondered why people 
think it so unusual for people to 
be missionaries and go into for- 
eign lands. It seems perfectly nat- 
ural for us for after all we are 
only carrying out the Lord’s mes- 
sage to carry our light into the 
fields. There are many here in 
America to spread the light and 
the education. There are very few 
in foreign lands.” 
Children Born There. 

Mrs. White was before her mar- 
riage Miss Janet Bellantyne and 
lived in India with her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Ballantyne. 
She returned to the family’s origi- 
nal home in Ohio, and it was there 
she met Mr. White, who was 
studying for a missionary post, 
married him and the two sailed 
away to India, where they lived 
until 1930. Two of their children, 


John, 13, and Margaret, 10, were 
born in India but young Jimmie, 
7, was born“in the states. 

The Whites live in a brick home 
in the sunimer and during the 
winter months they are.“out in 
the field” living in tents and 
teaching the gospel to the natives. 
Coming under the teaching and 
influehce: of Mr. White are natives 
who number half the population 
of Atlanta. 


“The districts coming under my 
supervision never change because 
of the language of the people. Each 
church mission has it’s own field 
and those people have their own 
tongue. I have jJearned to speak 
with the natives in their own way, 
which, of course, is of great ad- 
vantage to me.” 


Missionaries Often Shocked, 


“When missionaries first come 
to India they are often shocked 
and repulsed by e low manner of 
living of the natives. They live 
with their‘ cattle, really, their 
goats, their oxen and their fowl. 
We have found the lovable side of 
thé people and have learned to 
know and are teaching them the 
right methods of living and the 
spiritual side of life. © 

“Christmas is to the natives 
‘Great Day,’ for they have so many 
important dates to celebrate that 
our day is spoken of in this man- 
ner,” said Mrs. White. “We have 
services at our house for as many 
as will come and then the other 
white missionaries come, too, and 
we Christians celebrate in our us- 
ual way. We do not have turkey as 
there are no turkeys there. We 
cannot have pork for the natives 
think it unclean and as they wor- 
ship the cow, beef is holy so we 
have to eat goat meat. The natives 
come to the ‘Great Day’ celebra- 
tion in ox carts, on camels and by 
other means of ‘transportation. We 
will be there for Christmas this 


year.” 
Will Leave Today. 


The Whites and their three chil- 
dren leave Atlanta by motor this 
morning for Chester, S. C., then 
to Ohio and last to New York. 

Whef? they leave their red brick 
home in the shadow of the Dora- 
ville church they will go in a 
specially built car.
